It is evident, 
that this additional Engagement had 
no relation to Enz/and, becaufe it is 
againft our Intereft to acquire any 
Thing in Europe; but both the E- 
le€tor of Hanover and the Emperor 
had each a View in this Engage- 
ment. The former was, if poifible, 
to acquire Mecklenburgh, and the 
latter the fruitful Ifland of Siet/y in 
Exchange for the barren Ifland of 
Sardinia. This the Emperor had in- 
fifted on from the Time of his late 
Majefty’s Acceflion; and probably 
it was brought into Negotiation at 
the Time this defenfive Treaty was 
negotiated. I fay probably, becaufe 
if the Duke of Savoy, then King of 
Sicify, had not known that this un- 

ual Bargain was to be forced upon 
him, he would have made a much 
better Defence againft the Spani- 
ards when they attack’d that Ifland 
than he aétually did; for he in a 
Manner furrendered it up to them 
as foon as they landed. And pro- 


bably the King of Spain would never 


have attack'd that Ifland, if he had 
not known, that a Scheme was 
formed for compelling him to re- 
mounce the Right of Reverfion as 
to that Ifland, which he had re- 
ferved to himfelf by the Treaty of 
Utrecht ; for the Court of Spain had 
certainly he@rd of this Scheme, be- 
fore they attack’d Sicih, becaufe it 
was finally fettled and made a Part 
of the Quadruple Alliance, which was 
conchuded in Fu/y 1718. 

Having now done with the Mo- 
tives, I thall next, Sir, confider the 
Confequences of this defenfive Trea- 
ty with the Emperor.

For 
explaining this, Sir, I mutt obferve, 
that in Nowember 1719 the definitive 
Treaty between his late Majetly, a 
Elector of Hanover, and the Queen 
of Sweden, was concluded, by wiuch 
fhe yielded up her Right to the 
E Duchies of Bremen and Verden ; and 
upon this it is to be fuppofed, an 
Application was made to the Court 
of Vienna, for having the Inveititure 
forthwith granted ; but a new 0b: 
ftacle prefented itfelf, which was the 
Claim of the Duke of Halfen 1 
F thofe two Duchies. As that Prince 
was the Son of the King of Sweden

sit is called in Germany, dated 4- 
if 23d, 1720. 

Thefe, Sir, were two Strokes which 
wld never be forgiven by the Elec- 
torate of Hanover, and the firft Me- 
thod it took to thew its Refentment, 
as to perfuade us to make up at any 
Rate a feparate Peace with Spaiz, 
which we did the very next Year, 
upon Terms not very honourable, 
to fay no worfe; for we acknow- 
edged ourfelves in the wrong, by pro- 
mifing to reftore the Men of War we 
had taken from them in1718,and his 
late Majefty was induced to make a 























his own Hand, to reftore Gibradtar 
and Portmabon. So little was the 
Intereft, or even the Poffeffions of 
Enland minded by our Minifters, 
when their Prefervation became in-

The French, as Auxiliaries to the Em- 
peror, attack the Queen of Hungary without 
Referve: But England, as Auxiliary to the

D peror, tho’ no Pretence whatever can be 
ftarted to juftify fuch a Forbearance. 

But, it may be faid, we thal] attack the 
French. That indeed is a notable Advantage. 
Hanover gives us Leave to engage with the

F Strength of France. 

This Event, therefore, moft effeétually 
juftifies the Oppofition made, Jaft Seffion, to 
the taking the Hanover Troops into the Pay 
of Great Britain ; and verifies the Prediétions 
then made, That they neither would nor 
dar’d to at againft the Emperor. The He/- 
fians frankly declar’d as much, and were 
thereupon left. in Flanders, when our Army 

G began their March towards the Rbine; and 
while it was neceflary for Parliament Views 
to carry on the Faree of carrying on the 
War. But now that the Mask is thrown off, 
and that the Brit General, by O:der of 
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the King his Mafter, hath declared to the 
Emperor, that the Britif/ Army is not to 
give any Difurbance to the Head of the 
Empire, the Hefians, it appears, have ven- 
tur’d to take the fame Route; the Defti- 
nation and Ufe of the Army, by the happy 
Expedient of this Declaration, having been 
rendered abflutely confiftent with their Duty 
and Engagements, as Fellow-Vailals of the 
Emperor, 
Upon the whole, therefore, however na- 
tural or reafonable it may be for us to rejoice 
at any Misfortune that may befal the French, 
in their. prefent wicked Scheme of making 
. the Germans deftroy each other, or at any 
Advantage arifing to the perfecuted Queen of 
Hungary, we ought not to countenance a 
Scheme that hath apparently no one Britifb 
Confideration to fupport it.

The Left 
extended itfelf tewards the Hills, and had 
behind it a little Rivulet and the Village of 
Dettengen. .The French Army, amounting 
to near 30,000 Men, was drawn up in two 
Lines and an Arricre Guard; it was com- 
manded by the Duke de Noailks, the Duke 
de Chartres, and feveral other Prinees of the 
Blood were prefent ; and the Hovthdld Troops 
made the Conter, fupported by the Infantry.
